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RASTIC RULES 


A decided degree of order is necess: ry to maintzin the morele 
end permit efficient work in « school. It is our ci to meke 
only such rules ¢s ere necesstry to prevent confusion, safeevard 
the students and permit etch student to do his work in ¢ srtis 
fectory munner. The following besic rules sre recognized hy 
Stenderd Class BR schools of the stite. They cre modified or add- 
ed to as locel conditions werrent.
